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LEGAL  REFERENCES 

GENERALLY 

The  Board  of  Exciminers  was  created  by  Article  VII,  Section  20,  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  Montana. 

EXAMINATION  AND  REVIEW  PROGRAM 

The  power  to  solicit,  accept  and  reject  bids,  award  contracts  and  approve  change 
orders  is  found  in  Section  82-3317  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  1947.   The 
authority  to  issue  bonds  is  in  Sections  79-2201  through  79-2205  of  the  Revised 
Codes  of  Montana  1947. 

EXTRADITION  AND  TRANSPORTATION  OF  PRISONERS 


The  authority  for  this  program  is  delegated  from  specific  appropriation  in  the 
1973  Laws  of  Montana,  House  Bill  No.  57. 

INTERIM  PROJECTS 


The  authority  for  this  program  is  delegated  from  specific  appropriations  found 
in  the  1973  Laws  of  Montana,  House  Bill  No.  57. 

NOTE :      Other  functions  performed  by  the  Board  of  Examiners  are  prescribed  by 
specific  legislative  authority. 
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PRINCIPAL  GOALS 

Tlie  Board  of  Examiners  has  the  power  to  examine  claims  against  the  state;  to  issue 
and  sell  bonds  as  authorized  by  the  legislative  assembly;  to  approve  the  solicita- 
tion, acceptance  and  rejection  of  all  bids  and  awards  of  all  contracts  to  the 
lowest  qualified  bidder  for  construction  of  state  buildings  costing  more  than  ten 
thousand  dollars  ($10,000) ;  to  approve  and  process  travel  expense  claims  for  the 
extradition  and  transportation  of  prisoners ;  to  invest  special  funds  as  designated 
by  the  legislature  euid  to  perform  otlier  duties  as  prescribed  by  specific  statute. 
Therefore,  the  primary  goal  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  is  to  provide  the  administra- 
tive decision-making  and  support  to  allow  agencies  and  departments  of  the  executive 
branch  to  effectively  carry  out  their  functions  and  duties. 
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MAJOR  ACCOMPLISHMENTS 

1.  Long  Range  Building  Program. 

During  the  year,  the  Board  of  Examiners  met  13  times  and  considered  203  items. 
Among  these  were  the  approval  of  the  appointment  of  architects/engineers  for  30 
construction  projects.   Sixty-one  (61)  bid  openings  were  conducted  by  Board  per- 
sonnel, resulting  in  the  award  of  85  contracts  covering  58  projects  for  a  total 
amount  of  $10,115,910.65  in  construction.   The  Board  also  approved  108  change 
orders  increasing  these  construction  costs  by  $180,216.20  and  considered  34  miscel- 
laneous items. 

2.  Sale  of  Bonds 

The  Board  of  Examiners  authorized  the  issuance  and  sale  of  two  bond  issues  for 
the  Employment  Security  Commission.   The  first  issue  was  in  the  amount  of  $891,000 
(Chapter  419,  Laws  of  Montana  1971)  was  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  division  offices 
at  Great  Falls,  Billings,  Missoula  and  Helena.   The  second  issue  in  the  amount  of 
$499,000  (Chapter  418,  Laws  of  Montana  1971)  was  issued  for  the  purpose  of  constr- 
ucting an  addition  to  the  Employment  Security  Commission  building  in  Helena,  Mon- 
tana.  The  Board  also  adopted  a  resolution  relating  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of 
$2,000,000  Montana  State  University  Revenue  Bonds  issued  to  finance  additional  im- 
provements at  Montana  State  University,  Bozeman,  Montana. 

3.  Extradition  and  Transportation  of  Prisoners 

The  Board  of  Examiners,  in  cooperation  with  the  office  of  Attorney  General, 
resolved  several  expenditures  paid  by  the  State  of  Montana  involving  the  extradi- 
tion and  transportation  of  prisoners.   In  this  regard,  the  Attorney  General's 
Opinion  was  obtained  relating  to  the  mileage  and  per  diem  allowances,  which  clari- 
fied the  statutes  and  previous  opinions  regarding  these  matters. 

4.  Unliquidated  Claims 

The  Board  of  Examiners,  statutorially ,  examined  and  resolved  all  of  the  un- 
liquidated claims  submitted  and  forv/arded  them  to  the  1973  legislative  assembly  with 

their  recommendations.

PROGRAM  OBJECTIVE.   Further  clarify  to  law  enforcement  officers  and  county 
attorneys  the  correct  extradition  procedures  so  that  claims  may  be  processed  in  a 
minimum  of  time. 

ACHIEVEMENTS.   During  the  fiscal  year  1972-73,  the  Board  of  Examiners  approved 
and  processed  294  travel  claims  submitted  by  county  sheriffs  and  other  agents  of  the 
law  amounting  to  $45,000.00.   These  claims  were  for  the  transportation  expense  in- 
curred while  either  taking  a  prisoner  to  the  State  Prison  at  Deer  Lodge  or  returning 
a  fugitive  to  Montana  from  another  state  after  approved  extradition.   During  the 
fiscal  year,  letters  were  mailed  to  each  county  sheriff  emd  county  attorney  clarifying 
allowable  expense  on  extraditions  and  prisoner  transportation  to  further  expedite  the 
processing  of  claims.
